Beat  Holbrook  . . . And  Odds 


Skipper  Five  Like  Truman,  Braves,  Cong

What  does  Cohasset  High 
basketball  have  in  common 
with  Harry  Truman,  the  1914 
Boston  Braves  and  the  Viet 
Cong? 

One  common  denominator 
is  that  all  four  won  when  the 
odds  were  against  them.  The 
Skippers  joined  this  ecletic 
aggregation  with  a stunning 
66  - 55  win  over  favored 
Holbrook  last  Tuesday.  Cohas- 
set then  raised  its  record  to  8 - 
2 with  an  easy  100  - 64  win

Cohasset 's  High  School  bas- 
ketball varsity  smashed  a 
school  scoring  record  pouring 
in  100  points  to  inundate 


over  Norwell  on  Friday. 

Holbrook  entered  the  game 
with  some  impressive  creden- 
tials — undefeated,  first  place 
in  the  South  Shore  League, 
and  ranked  seventh  among 
approximately  80  Eastern 
Massachusetts  Division  II 
schools  — and  an  ego  to  mat- 
ch. The  Skippers  were  im- 
pressed by  neither  the  creden- 
tials nor  the  ego.  “The  kids 
are  taking  winning  in  stride," 
said  Coach  John  LeVangie 
after  the  game.  "They  know 
their  capabilities  and  they 
expect  to  win  games." 

LeVangie  had  scouted  Hol- 
brook earlier  and  that  endea- 
vor produced  some  notable 
results.  Having  determined 
that  guard  Peter  Economeau 
was  the  key  to  the  Holbrook 
offense.  LeVangie  assigned 
senior  Brian  Keating  to  de- 


fend against  him.  Though 
offense  has  been  his  hallmark 
to  date.  Keating  turned  in  an 
excellent  defensive  job.  limit- 
ing Economeau  to  just  8 
points,  well  below  his  20  per 
game  average. 


But  despite  Keating's  wal- 
tzing around  the  floor  after 
Economeau  like  Fred  Astaire 
with  Ginger  Rogers,  Cohasset 


still  trailed  32  - 26  at  the  half. 
Here  LeVangie  elected  to  add 
an  extra  big  man  — Rich 
Tebbets  — to  his  lineup  to 
take  advantage  of  Holbrook's 
having  only  one  player  com- 


parable in  size.  The  Skip- 
pers quickly  erased  the  deficit 
and  then,  led  by  the  6'4" 
Tebbetts'  11  fourth  quarter 
points,  ran  circles  around 
Holbrook,  outscoring  them  24 


- 11  in  the  last  period. 

Tebbetts  was  high  scorer  for 
either  side  with  17,  while 
co-captain  Paul  Farren  notch- 
ed 14.  guard  John  Hawley  had 
12,  and  Keating  added  11  to 
his  defensive  masterpiece. 

LeVangie  had  special  praise 
for  Howley,  calling  his  game 
"The  best  he’s  had  for  us  in  2 
years.  Ordinarily  his  assign- 
ment is  to  pass  the  ball  and 
step  the  opposition's  fast 
break,  and  he's  excellent  at  it. 
Tonight  we  got  all  that  from 
John  and  some  offense,  too." 

Despite  the  fact  that  Cohas- 
set wrapped  up  the  Norwell 
game  midway  through  the 
third  quarter,  its  most  exciting 
moment  came  in  the  closing 
seconds  as  the  Skipper  substi- 
tutes struggled  to  push  the 
total  over  the  hundred  mark. 
And  just  to  make  it  interest- 


ing. they  waited  until  the 
game  was  over  to  do  if.  A 
Bill  Taylor  foul  shot  after 
time  had  expired  set  off 
pandemonium  in  Sullivan  gym 
and  created  the  final  score  of 
100  - 64. 

A third  quarter  barrage  in 
which  a Cohasset  quintet  of 
Tom  Higgins.  Matt  Salerno, 
Howley.  Farren  and  Keating 
shot  a blistering  78  per  cent 
from  the  floor  and  outscored 
the  Clippers  33  - 8 cemented 
this  win  and  a piece  of  first 
place  in  the  South  Shore 
League.  Salerno  and  hard- 
working sophomore  guard  Bill 
Kurtz  topped  the  scoring  with 
16  points  apiece,  despite  the 
fact  that  each  played  only  half 
the  game.  Keating  added  15 
on  a fancy  assortment  of 
inside  moves,  fast  breaks  and 
tip-ins.
